Before next year, a referendum 
win be taken to determine 11 corn 
farmers want to continue with the 
increased acreage, but with price

In the referendum, corn farmers 
will Else be given the alternative 
ot returning to the reduced acreage 
allotments with a guarantee of 
minimum price support of 76 per 
cent ol parity. 

The compromise on the corn acre- 
age was adopted after a heated de- 
bate In which Democrats—licked on 
high price 8 u p po r t a yesterday 
charged that boosting corn acreage 
would be unfair to other crops.

11.6 mlUioa dollars (or expansion 
of facilities at Arco, Idaho Falls, 
Ida... for work on developing an 
atomic-powered plane. 

3G.e miUion dollars for facilities 
for testing and developing guided 
and ballistic missiles. 

7.3 million dollars for an army 
aviation center at Ft. Rucker, Ala, 

$300,000 to house the chairman of 
the Joint chiefs of staff and four 
of his staff assistants in Washington, 
and to build a communications cen- 
ter for them. 

$90,000 for a house for the super- 
intendent of the air academy at 
Colorado Springs. Colo., and two 
$64,000 houses for two deans. 

$8.2 million for a new navy Jet 
training base at Meridian, Miss., and 
$10,089,000 for a new Jet operating 
field at Lemoore, Collf.

, INDOCHINA HEADACHE 
When the :indochlna truce was signed In 
July, 1954, Prance and the other signatories 
catl?tl for countrywide elections to be held 
In 1B56, if how appears those elections will 
not take place, and this could mean fresh 
peril for' Southeast Asia. 

President Diem, of Free Viet Nam intends 
to ilefy the truce pact on the election ques- 
tion. He say« that presmt conditions make 
It Impossible to .conduct general balloting 
covering both the free territory and Commu- 
nist North Vlef Nttm, 

By "present conditions," Diem means the 
fact, that the Communist part of Indochina 
has more people than the free southern land, 
and that under red control a high proportion 
ol these could be expected to vote, Commu- 
nist. The free minority lyould be beaten, and 
all fiidochlna swept Into the red camp. 

One might observe that these conditions 
have prevailed continuously since the truce 
~:and have not been materially altered by the 
movement of thousands of refugees to -Free 
'Viet Nam. Why, then, 1« thla defiance Juat 
now showing Itself? 

Possibly the answer is that earlier Diem 
did not feel himself strong enough, First he 
had 'io establish his full authority, which he 
■ did by thrusting , aside former Emperor Bao 
Pal and beating down his supporters. 

Secondly, he needed to be entirely free of 
.French rule or Inlluorfce, It was Frinee, of 
course^ which actually signed the truce agree- 
ment with other piajor powers. But Diem has 
. ndvilkiiked T^&nce to remove the lost of Its 
armed' force's from Viet Nam soil, an4 accord- 
ing to-hlm thls will be done long before the 
..scheduled July elections, 

With no domestic restraints upon him and 
no direct foreign Influence, the Viet Nam 
premier cannot easily be pressed to accept 
elections he feels would be ruipous for. his 
country. 

; Britain,- Prance and the United States 
\ might go through the formal motions of re- 
questing Diem to prepare for balloting, while 
privately assuring him of their sympathy for 
hli defiance.

i PULSE OF BUSINESS 

In late Winter, 1966, many experts say the 
American economy Is at a kind of crossroads. 
'The moment Is at hand for turning toward 
heavier 1>uslheB8 abtlvlty. If it Is to come this 
year. 

Spring normally brings advances In key 
lines. This time they are especially needed to 
offset sli,des In motor making and home buUd- 
" tag. 

If the usual gains do not materialize, then 
' the warning signals against recession would 
be hoisted. 

.Most economists probably would say that 
President Eisenhower's decision to run again 
Lis capable of providing the spark the econ- 
omy needs. 

His announcement did not produce a 
rocketing upsurge on the stock market, but 
' the fact was that a favorable answer had 
been anticipated since his doctors' promising 
' report. Prices already had risen considerably. 
In the long run, of course, businessmen are 
chiefly Influenced not by trends in politics 
but by the hard economic prospects they see 
ahead. 

If those signs are good, .then sooner or 
later they will be reflected in an upturn. 

Nevertheless, it is fair (o say that business- 
men undoubtedly are encouraged that they 
may see another five years' continuance of 
" what they regard as the congenial climate of 
the Eisenhovrer administration. 

Surely If the Presldent'i decision had been 
"no" both the market and the business com- 
munity generally would have felt a substan- 
tial shock. 

Not even that could have affected the econ- 
-'omy for too long if business factors were 
bright. But It conceivably could have con- 
tributed to a short recession. 

That danger, is passed. Whether or not Mr. 
ElsenhWer's affirmative decision provides 
the spark, It will at least clear the air and 
' allow the nation's business leaders to make 
their own decisions without extraneous wor- 
ries. 

If a recession should now develop, this will 
suggest tlie presence of strong negative cco- 
"^oi^io factors, for example, a feeling that 
. .credit Is overextended, that car buyers aro 
poi'htips oversold, and so on. 
'Ji ' Should the reverse prove true and tho cur- 
j rent. slight '^sag be wiped out In a new up- 
rwaid thrust, Mr. Elsenhower can take some 
' of the credit but most will belong to the coun- 
, try's basically, hiaalthy business condition. 

Ftobably'. the next DO days will toll how the 
economic story Is going to run In 1950,

HOUSEmVES'. TIME CLOCK 
The 40-hour work week, now widely conaldered 
man's economic right, and the 19-hour or even 30- 
hour week, to which he Is aspiring, sUU seem to be 
remote goals for the housewives of the Western world 
despite all that the machine o;e has done to lighten 
their burdens. Studies by soclnl researchera in four 
countries— the UiUted States, United Kingdom, Prance 
and Belgium— show that homemakera generally work 
a 70-hour week or more, and that 79 per cent of them 
do not have proper holidays. 

Figures for the four countries were about the aame, 
reports Luclenne Hoblot, writing of the French aur- 
vey In UNESCO Features. This may aeem aurprlslng 
since American women are popularly aupposed to have 
been relegated to the divan or bridge table by theh- 
eltotflcal servants. Bui at a recent forum held by the 
Ladles Home Journal It waa brought out that young 
mothers In this country are especially overworked 
their schedule averaging from 73 to S3 hours a week. 

American women, more than most, seem to have 
been caught In one of those cultural lags that cause 
so much social havoc. New reaponslbilltles have fallen 
on homemakers, especially young mothers, faster than 
the means of meeting them have been supplied by 
the machine or by society. The moving about, the de- 
crease o( two-genorntlon houstholda and even two- 
generation neighborhoods, the shortage of domestic 
help, tho new forms of "woman's work" such 
chautlouring, purchasing, tinanolnl administration, the 
more complex needs of children-all these hove kept 
in currency the axiom, "Woman's work is never done." 
Even automation will not brini) a time clock Into the 
honicmaker's life. Her main hope to help comes from 
human means, possibly community agencies, or neigh- 
borhood pooUng of activltles.-WashUigton (D. C.) 
Post.

Carrozzo was such a crook that 
even in Chicago his bid for natural 
liatlon was turned back twice. He 
had a friend named Joe Moreschl 
who rose, as scum will, to the presi- 
dency of the international union of 
hod-carriers and common laborers 
and moved from Chicago to Wash- 
ington where this union became one 
of the fabulous rackets of Franklin 
P. Roosevelt's "wah effawt." 

For more than 30 years thla in- 
ternational did not hold a convenr 
tion and when It finally did hold 
one the hall was policed by a gang 
of cut-throats of Morescbi's regime. 
So the timid and feeble "opposition" 
couldn^ utter a peep.

BOISE, March 8— The unusual 
and early reoccurance of thawing 
and freezing temperatures has al- 
ready caused extensive breakup of 
highways In the state, according lo 
an announcement by the state hlgh- 
woy department... 

"This extended period of great 
variation in temperatures will prob- 
obly cause the worse road surface 
failure condition in recent years," 
State Highway Enghieer E. V. Mil- 
ler said. "We have already had what 
omouivts to three springs In certain 
parts of the-»tal» and have had to 
put load and speed restrictions In 
effect two different times." He said 
that failures will undoubtedly con- 
Ui\ue until temperatures remain 
constant enough to dry out the road- 
beds. 

Miller made the announcement In 
Moscow today after an bispectlon 
trip to nortlfem Idaho. He lald that 
he made the trip to find out "first 
hand, Just how bed the situation Is." 

Highway engineers have deter- 
mined (hitaeh tests sQch as wer^ 
conduotett.J.t the WASHO road test 
near MaladXhat road surface fail- 
ures are due th high moisture con- 
tent of the soil Immediately under 
tho pavement sttuoture. The pave- 
ment structure Includes the crush- 
ed gravel or rock and the asphalt 
pavement. 

Miller said that during the spring 
months at the test section, tests 
showed a high moisture content. 
"Very careful tests were conducted 
throughout the entire two jetra^ of 



.testing. One of the series of tests 
showed that 65 per cent of the sur 
face failure occurred with only 13 
per cent of the traffic and at 
period when the moisture content 
was the highest," he said. 

He explained that during per- 
iods of treezhig temperatures, frozen 
soli win draw moUlure Into the soli 
Warm days will thaw the top lowers 
of soli and produce moisture while 
the lower layers remain frozen and 
trap the water Immediately under 
the pavement structure. "The most 
critical conditions occur as a re- 
sult of this action and heavy loads 
can become very damaging," he 
said. , . 

As a protection against excessive 
breakup, the departipent Imposes 
load and speed restrictions on heavy 
loads until the affected roadbeds 
have dried out sufficiently to carry 
legal loads. 

"We know that these restrictions 
cause Inconveniences and delays to n 
few," Miller said, "but we feel that 
It is definitely tho responsibility of 
the department to protect the sur- 



faces for the maximum number ol 
users with a minimum of inconven- 
ience U> a few." He assured the 
truckers that restrictions will be 
lifted as soon a> the breakup danger 
is passed. 

According to the department, al- 
most every section of the state Is af- 
fected. Load and speed limits have 
been Imposed to protect the pave- 
ment structures In the 10 nortfiern 
counties, sections of the Boise val- 
ley, and portions o( the highways' In 
the Magic Valley area as well as on 
U. 8. 03 and 93A to north of Chai- 
ns. Restrictions also have been 
placed on some of the highways In 



the Idaho Falls area and in south- 
eastern Idaho. 

. Miller said that usually the break- 
up period Is only for a short time 
during spring Ihows. "Thb> year, 
these have occurred several times 
and we can expect further repetitions 
before summer." 

"Our highways In Idaho that we 
have built during recent years have 
been designed with thicker pavement 
structures in an effort to carry the 
legal loads even dulrng these critical 
times," he said. 

The highways that are fallhig 
during this spring breakup are in 
most cases the older roads which 



were designed an# built to cany a 
much' lighter volume of traffic and 
lighter loads than are now using 
Xhe highways. Be said there are a 
few Instances where failures are 
occun'tag on the newer highways but 
pointed out that to nearly every cose, 
the highways were In a stage con- 
struction program with only a light 
surface.

Judging by the letters that come 
togie about adoijtjng children, many 
pcoiftliri dbint so ind they ftll seem 
to have the same worries about the 
whole affair. First, "How can we get 
a baby? Should we tell the nelghors 
We in adapting a baby? Shall we tell 
the child later on that he Is adopted? 
How about the heredity o( a child? 
Wilt a good home correct a poor 
hertdlty?" 

I am not wlss enough to answer 
these queations adequately. To gel a 
baby the best way, (Jie safest way, Ls 
to get him from the certified adoption 
agency nearest you. It is most unwise 
to take a baby from his mother, how 
ever willing or seemingly anxjoui to 
part with him she is. 

Over and over again In such cases, 
the mother, or a family relative like 
the grandmother, has appeared 
claimed the child, been sustained by 
the courts, and the foster parents 
left empty-handed, their hearts 
HTcnched by parting with the child 
they had learned to love as their 
own. Don't make that mistake. 

I know how difficult It Is to get a 
baby from the adoption agency. I 
agree that on occa.siona tlley seem to 
split hairs, behave as though they 
wanted to hold on to the baby, come 
what hopeful parents might. I think 
that they could, witli advantage to 
the children, on occasions, stretch 
their rules. No man-made rule is ever 
so perfect that It cannot, on occasion, 
be bypassed with good results. 

Another question that comes re 
pcatedly la "Shall we tell the neigh 
bors. tell the child?"

BERKELEY. Calif., March 0 (VB- 
The coach of the 1953 U. S. Olympic 
track team thinks there's notbing to 
worry about at Melbourne as far as 
the Russians are concerned. 

"By the most conservative think- 
ing" saya Brutus Hamilton, Univer- 
sity of California 'cinder coach, "we 
should score twice as many points as 
the Russians." 

He handled U. S. track forces at 
Helsinki four years ago. His charges 
ran up an unofficial 269 points as the 
Russians counted a modest 79. 

Hamilton, a prominent figure In 
American track for years, is well 
aware ol the word from Moscow that 
the Reds are out to sweep the field 
In the Australian games as they did 
In winter competition last month. 
He admits that the Russians may 
make "a little better showing" than 
they did at Helsinki and that this 
nation's runners and Jumpers "may 
not do quite Bs well." ' 

But by and birge Hamilton la con 
vinced that Uncle Sam's thinclads 
win do all right. 

"We still have our grip on events 
we've dominated for years, like the 
shot, high Jump, pole vault, sprints 
and middle distances," heisays. "The 
Russians have made thilr major 
gains In events in which we don't 
speclajlje— the distance, hammer 
throw", hop-Step-Jump."
